It is known that the situation has 
reached the point where only the At- 
lanta joint terminal men are involved, 
and several long distance’ telephone 
conversations were held by both sides 
last night, bearine on this phase of the 
situation. 

If an agreement can be reached for 
the reinstatement of those men, ar- 
bitration will be arranged at once and 
under that agreement the road will 
begin immediate operation. 

No Trains Run Monday.

TO TRY FITE; 


JUDGE ROASTS COURT AGAIN 


Cherokee Circuit Judge Must 
Answer Charges of 
Contempt. 


Judge Augustus W. Fite, of the 


Gherokee superior court, hag been cited 
to appear before the bar of the court 
of appeals on Saturday next and an- 
swer the charge of oontempt of 
court because of a communication 
from him-which appeared in last Sat- 
urday's Constitution. 

The action is the result of ill feeling 
existing between Judge Fite and indi- 
vidual members of the court, covering 
several years, which has been aggra- 
voted by repeated. reversals of Judge 
‘Fite’s decision in the higher court, and 
particularly by two revergals in the 
McCullough case brought up from 
Gordon county. 

Language Called Contemptuous. 

Judge Fite in writing to The Consti- 
tution severely condemned the court 
for its action in this case and used 
language which the court believes is 
contemptuous, unbecoming ang deserv- 
ing of punishment at their hands. 

In that article Judge Fite said he 
believed the court was responsible for 
the recent outbreak of lawlessness at 
Plainville, saying the riot came about 
ase the result of the caurt’s reversals 
of his decisions, He said its action 
in the McCullough case was based on 
“a pitiaLle misconception and miscon- 
struction of the record.”’ 

Further intimating that the reversal 
sat lightly upon him he said, “they are 
as apt to reverse themselves as they 
are to reverse the supreme _ court, 
which they frequently do with great 
complacency.” Continuing, he said it 
is “no wonder our people are losing 
faith in some of our reviewing courts.” 

Judge Will Be Cited. 

Immediately upon the publication of 
this letter in The Constitution the 
court of appeals met and informally 
discussed what action should be taken 
to punish Judge Fite for this public 
contempt. Monday afternoon it was 
decided to cite him to appear and 
answer to the rule. P. W. Derrick, 
sheriff of the court, was given the 
subpoena for Judge Fite and left in the 
afternoon to serve it. 

The punishment is ten days impris- 
onment or a fine of $500, either or both,

Recall Decision or Be Abol- 
ished, Says Fite in 
Card. 


Declaring that the court of appeals 
has rendered a most dangerous deci- 
sion in reversing him in the McCul- 
leugh rape case, Judge A. W. Fite, 
of the Cherokee circuit, hag called 


upon the court to reverse itself. 

“The court of appeals should at 
once reoonsider and recall this deci- 
sion,” he says in a letter to The Con- 
stitution, “and if they refuse to do 
so, the legislature should give the peo- 
ple a chance to abolish the court, which 
they woulg certainly do.” 

He charges that a paragraph of the 
decision is not “the law for the white 
man, and shoulg not be for the negro.” 


Recall Decision, Urges Fite. 


His letter follows: 

Editor Constitution: In . com- 
munication, published in The,;@omnstitu- 
tion of the 5th instant, on t®@ second 
reversal of the McCullough asgault to 
rape case from Gordon county, by the 
court of appeals. I did not criticise 
the decision except for its inconsis- 
tency and misconception and miscon- 
struction of the record; but I now want 
to call attention to another and more 
serious phase of the decision. The 
court of appeals say (Part 3d head- 
note): “Ordinarily, sayings and conduct 
of the prisoner in hig own favor several 
hours after he is alleged to have com- 
mitted the crime are not admissible 
on his trial.” : 

“Based upon the social conditions 
and characteristics of the negro race, 
an inference may arise that a negro 
man, conscious of a guilty attempt to 
commit a rape upon a white woman 
would not quietly spend the night and 
a portion of the next day in a house 
on the farm of the husband of the 
woman, in close proximity to her 
neighbors and friends, without ex- 
hibiting some symptom of fear or ex- 
citement. Proof that he did these 
things and that he openly acted in a 
manner to indicate no consciousness 
of guilt, is admissible upon his trial 
for assault with intent to rape, to be 
considered by the jury in connection 
with other facts and circumstances in 
the case upon the question of feloni- 
ous intent.” 

Not Law for White Man. 


As heretofore stated, I did allow 
the defendant to prove these things, 
except as to “some symptoms of fear 
or excitement,” and playing with a 
pet squirrel up a tree in his back yard, 
there being no objection upon the part 
of the state thereto.

Pleaseure Seekers on Car. 

The car, bound to Grant park via 
Central avenue, wags loaded with pleas- 
ure seekers on their way to the park, 
most of whom were women and chil- 
dren. A hundred hands helped extri- 
cate the body of the child from be- 
neath the whels, and assist Mrs.- Spar- 
row to safety. She was unconscious, 
but recovered a few -econds after be- 
ing rescued, 

Life was instantly crushed out of 
the tiny form under the wheels. The 
skull wag crushed and the body man- 
gled. A sheet was placed over the 
body to hide it from the eyes of ihe 
dead child's mother, who had rushed 
from her home, two blocks away, upon 
hearing of the accident.

“Tuberculosis Day” by Min- 
isters of Atlanta. 


Voting their earnest support in the 
War that medical science is waging 
against the advance of the great white 
plague. the ministers of Atlanta de- 
cided unanimously yesterday morning 
to devote Sunday, October 27, to this 
cause. 

“Tuberculosis Day,” it will be called. 
The preachers assembled at the regu- 
lar monthly meeting of the Evangeli- 
cal Ministers’ association, in the First 
Baptist church, decided that special 
services should be held in all the 
churches of Atlanta on this day. 

Dr. C. B. Wilmer, pastor of 
Luke’s Episcopal church, outlined the 
plea of the tuberculosis fighters to the 
ministers. He told how one-seventh 
of all the people that died in this 
country died from consumption—and 
how most of it could have been pre- 
vented by education of the people in 
the rules of heaith. 

The ministers agreed to 
lecture, or sermon, either at thelr 
morning or at their evening service 
on October 27, on some phase of the 
tuberculosis fight. The great purpose 
behind the movement is to educate the 
people—to make them be on their 
guard against the attack of the dis- 
ease. 

Pamphlets and statistics were given 
out to the ministers, and much interest 
was shown in the question by those 
present.

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BAMBOOZLING SCHEME 
LAID TO BATHTUB MEN 


Washington, October 7.—Warnings 
against being “bamboozled” by the .o- 
called “bathtub trust” figured promi- 
nently in the brief of the department 
of justice filed today in the supreme 
court of the Unitted States for the 
xuidance of the justices in considering 
the question of whether the combina- 
tion shall be dissolved in accordance 
with a decree of the Maryland federal 
court. 

Attorney General Wickersham and 
his special assistant, Edwin P. Gros, 
informed the court that the so-called 
license arrangement of the accused 
manufacturers was merely the “latest 
and therefore the most fashionable 
contrivance for evading the rules pre- 
scribed by the Sherman act in the con- 
duct of interstate commerce.” The ar- 
rangement referred to was a plan 
Wheareby the owner 0: a patented 
dredger, used in making unpatented 
bathtubs, licensed the dredger to the 
manufacturers on conditions regulating 
the prices at which the tubs were to 
be sold and resold. 

The government contended through- 
Out its brief that the patent laws gave 
no one a right to violate the other laws 
the United States, particularly the 
Sherman anti-trust law. It dwelt upon 
the importance of t case, because the 
“license arrangement” had become very 
popular since the gupreme court had 
Struck down the “holding company’”’ 
method of violating the anti-trust law, 
as exemplified in the Standard Oil and 
tobacco cases.
